6. Other Assets and Income

8. Liabilities 

Part 8 discloses liabilities over $10,000 that the filer, the filer's spouse or dependent child owed at any time during the reporting period. This section does not include the 
following types ef liabilities: (1) mortgages en a personal residence, unless rented out (limitations apply for PAS filers); (2) loans secured by a personal motor vehicle, 
household furniture, or applianoes, unless the lean exceeds the item's purchase price; and (3) revelving charge accounts, such as credit card balances, if the 
outstanding liability did not exceed $10,000 at the end of the reporting period. Additional exceptions apply.
